It  is  a  generally  accepted  fact  that  Rhododendrons  are  among  the  most  beautiful  and  desirable 
garden  materials  that  we  have.  The  broad,  massive,  evergreen  foliage  and  the  enveloping  clouds 
of  exquisite  flowers  (see  illustration)  during  the  season  of  bloom  make  them  at  once  most  desirable. 
There  is,  however,  a  prevailing  idea  that  Rhododendrons  are  difficult  to  grow,  but  most  of  us 
are  aware  of  many  stately  plants  and  whole  masses  of  them  in  apparently  perfect  health  and  vigor. 
All  varieties  are  not  hardy  any  more  than  all  varieties  of  roses  are  hardy.  It  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  plant  only  the  hardy  sorts  (see  list  below).  Rhododendrons  thrive  in  almost  any  soil 
if  well  drained.  Where  the  soil  is  light  and  sandy  it  is  advisable  to  remove  it  to  the  depth  of  at 
least  eighteen  inches  and  for  a  single  plant  prepare  a  place  at  least  two  feet  in  diameter,  and  where 
planting  in  masses  remove  all  the  soil  from  the  proposed  bed.  In  place  of  removed  material  use  a 
composition  of  good  garden  soil  and  leaf  mould  free  from  all  fresh  manure.  Hardy  Rhododendrons 
so  treated  and  not  allowed  to  suffer  from  drought  until  they  become  well  established  are  very  sure 
to  thrive.  Rhododendrons  succeed  best  in  partial  shade  and  are  benefited  by  a  slight  covering  of 
evergreen  boughs  for  the  first  few  winters.
